DISTRICT  NO.  1.  Summer,  Taught  by  Miss  L.  Ellen  Doe. 
This  school  appeared  well.  The  closing  examination  proved  that 
the  term  had  been  one  of  credit  to  the  teacher,  and  profit  to  the 
district. 

Winter.  Taught  by  Miss  M.  A.  Whittier.  This  tern,  was 
also  a  profitable  oue.  The  scholars  made  good  progress  in  all 
their  studies,  especially  iu  arithmetic.     Order  good. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2.  But  one  term,  taught  by  Miss  E.  D. 
Sanborn.  This  was  a  small  school,  of  only  seven  scholars,  yet 
the  term  was  one  in  which  both  teacher  and  scholars  labored 
hard  ;  consequently  a  good  result  was  obtained. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3.  Summer.  Taught  by  Miss  Sarah  P. 
Page.  The  commencement  of  this  school  gave  promise  of  a  prof- 
itable term  ;  but  owing  to  the  accident  which  betel  the  teacher, 
the  term  was  not  kept  out.  From  what  we  can  learn,  the  dis- 
trict was  well  satisfied  with  the  school. 

Winter.  Taught  by  Miss  Carrie  Brawn.  This  school  was 
visited  but  once,  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the  Prudential  Com- 
mittee in  not  notifying  us  of  the  close  of  the  school.  Consequent- 
ly we  are  unable  to  give  the  progress  made.  Miss  Brawn  is  well 
qualified,  and  appears  well  in  the  school  room. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4.  The  primary  department  was  full  of  in- 
terest and  numbers,  but  with  a  skillful  teacher,  both  terms  were 
highly  successful. 

The  higher  department,  with  an  experienced  teacher  the  Sum- 
mer term,  was  all  that  could  have  been  expected.  Order  and 
proficiency  ruled.  The  Winter,  with  an  unexpected  change  of 
teachers,  was  not  quite  so'  prosperous  as  was  desirable,  showing 
that  a  constant  change  of  teachers  is  impolitic.  Still,  with  this 
disadvantage,  the  teacher  acquitted  herself  faithfully,  and  the 
school  made  commendable  proficiency. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5.  The  examination  showed  that  the  pro- 
gress of  this  school  had  been  commendable. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6.  Summer.  Taught  by  Miss  Eliza  A. 
Doe.  This  is  the  second  term  Miss  Doe  has  taught  in  this  ^dis- 
trict, and  she  has  sustained  her  former  reputation  as  a  teacher. 
The  school,  as  a  whole,  made  good  improvement,  considering  the 
length  of  the  term.     Some  little  personalities  were    carried  into 


the  school,  which  always  have  a  deleterious  influence,  as  in  this 
case.  When  schools  are  as  short  as  in  this  district,  all  concerned 
should  try  and  promote  the  interest  of  the  school,  rather  than 
detract  from  it. 

Winter.  Taught  by  C.  Albert  Hoyt.  This  school  was 
smaller  this  term  than  usual,  but  the  teacher  tried  hard,  and  did 
all  he  could  to  interest  as  well  as  instruct  the  scholars;  so  that 
this  was  a  very  satisfactory  term,  and  appeared  well  at  the  close. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7.  Irregularity  of  attendance  was  greatly 
to  the  disadvantage  of  this  school.  The  teacher  was  young  and 
prompt,  but  the  scholars  failed  to  feel  that  depth  of  interest  which 
was  desirable.  More  experienced  teachers  should  be  sought  in 
such  districts. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8.  Summer.  Taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  C. 
Chandler.  Miss  Chandler's  qualifications  and  success  as  a  teach- 
er are  too  well  known  to  need  any  praise.  The  scholars  made 
rapid  progress  in  all  branches  of  study  taught,  and  understood 
thoroughly  what  they  went  over.  Good  order  was  maintained 
thoroughout  the  term. 

Winter.  Taught  by  Miss  E.  S.  Potter.  This  school  failed 
to  meet  the  expectation  of  your  Committee.  .  Notwithstanding 
the  great  lack  in  order,  some  of  the  scholars  made  fair   progress. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9.  The  terms  were  both  short,  and  the 
teachers  young.  On  the  whole,  both  wrere  as  successful  as  could 
have  been  expected. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10.  Only  one  term.  This  was  pleasant, 
The  teacher  was  untiring  in  her  efforts  ;  the  scholars  studious  and 
quiet  in  their  habits  ;  and  good  order  and  proficiency  crowned' 
the  term. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11.  Winter.  Taught  by  Miss  Bella  O. 
Follett.  This  was  Miss  Follett's  first  school,  and  judging  from 
the  success  of  this  term  she  will,  with  more  experience,  make  a 
successful  teacher.  Order  good.  All  seemed  to  obey  through 
love  and  respect  for  their  teacher. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12.  Both  terms  by  the  same  teacher.  Con- 
sidering the  shortness  of  the  terms,  and  the  small  number  of 
scholars,  the  committee  were  satisfied  that  both  teacher  and  schol- 
ars had  done  well. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13.  Summer.  Primary  Department 
taught  by  Miss  Sarah  M.  C.  Musgrove.     This  district  are  sadly

in  need  of  a  more  suitable  and  commodious  School  House.  The-; 
school,  at  the  first  visit  was  rather  noisy,  but  the  teacher  was 
"alive"  to  her  work,  and  succeeded  in  overcoming  this  evil ;  so  at 
the  close  there  was  marked  improvement  in  every  respect.  If  we 
had  more  active  teachers  in  town,  schools  would  take  a  decidedly 
different  standing,  boih  in  advancement  and  appearence.  All  that 
was  passed  over  was  thoroughly  committed.  Miss  Musgrove 
wrorked  hard,  and  the  result    was  very  satisfactory. 

Senior  Department,  taught  by  Miss  Mattie  Sturtervant.  Miss 
S.  came  ainong  us  Avith  a  high  reputation  as  a  teacher  and  work- 
ed faithfully.  The  scholars  made  good  progress,  and  at  the  close 
passed  a,  good  examination.  Miss  S.  also  kepi  a  select  school  at 
the  close  of  the  public  term. 

Winter.  These  schools  are  too  large.  The  primary  part  was 
managed  as  by  magic,  and  made  all  the  progress  that  could 
have  been  expected,  and  more,  than  could  have  been  accom- 
plished by  an  ordinary  teacher. 

The  upper  part,  (Winter)  appeared  Avell  on  reviews  when  vis- 
tted  by  the  Committee,  and  with  few  exceptions  the  order  and 
quiet  was  all  that  coidd  be  desired.  The  teacher  was  untiring 
in  her  efforts,  patient  toward  her  pupils,  and  thorough  in  her  in- 
structions. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14.  Summer.  Taught  by  Miss  Libia  A. 
Sanborn.  In  Miss  Sanborn's  report  to  the  Superintending  Com- 
mittee, this  cpiestion  is  asked,  "Is  it  right  for  parents  to  encourage 
their  children  to  disobey  their  teacher?"  If  that  was  the  case, 
the  teacher  should  have  called  upon  the  committee  and  have  the 
case  investigated.  When  parents  so  far  forget  the  future  Avelfare 
of  their  children  as  to  encourage  them  to  acts  of  disobedience  at 
school  the  future  prospects  of  their  children  are  certainly  not\-ery 
flattering.  Miss  Sanborn  labored  hard,  and  should  have 
had  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  whole  district.  Some  of  the 
larger  scholars  made  good  improvement.
